Census Figures 
Puzzle Council 


City Council learned 
yesterday 
that the new special census con­ 
ducted in Palm Springs had only 
increased population by 120 resi­ 
dents. and tried to come up with 
a possible explanation. 
Unoificial, preliminary 
figures, 
released by the supervisor of the 
census to City 
Manager 
R. 
W. 
Peterson, showed a total count ol 
12,345 people compared to 12,225 
in 1958. 


THE COUNCIL speculated 
on 
the narrow margin of difference 
between the two official censuses 
and cam e up with the belief that 
people who reside here and also 
in other 
states, 
are 
just 
n o t 
claiming to be local residents. 
Said one 
councilmen, 
" T h e y 
just do not

chance on getting caught bv the 
State of 
California as 
residents 
here and have to pay tases 
in 
this state — and you can’t blame 
them ."

Recession Up to Congress 


At Least He's Awake How

With sign* appearing in several quar­ 
ters indicating that the national slump 
in business ia lessening, next major 
move to rout the recession completely 
is nearing final organization stages in 
Congress. 
Spearheading the campaign for wide 
and effective congressional action is 
able, alert and active Senator William 
F. Knowland who for some weeks has 
been hammering away daily to get fed­ 
eral bureaus and departments in mo­ 
tion on releasing a number of large 
scale construction projects. 
Among these are extensive flood con­ 
trol and reclamation projects, partici­ 
pation in new school and post office 
buildings, and nationwide highway 
construction and improvement. 
Funds for many of these have been 
available for some time and plans com­ 
pleted and approved awaiting only the 
final go ahead signal from lop govern­ 
mental commands. 
Other additional appropriations are 
expected to be speedily voted as the re­ 
sult of congressional meetings sche­ 
duled this week, to get the full program 


going as soon as possible. 
With some economists saying that the 
worst of the slump is now past, and 
the majority of the nation’s best known 
financial experts predicting that busi­ 
ness generally will regain its previous 
levels by mid-summer, the extra impe­ 
tus from the national construction pro­ 
ram should be widely beneficial by that 
time. 
Allowing for a normally expected six 
months lag between the launching of a 
national program and the attainment of 
its full scale results, the fact that it is 
under way will bolster business in 
many lines in the certainty of a final 
half of the year which should equal if 
not surpass former records. 
The current recovery campaign in 
Congress, coupled with a number of 
executive actions taken by the govern­ 
ment during recent months, plus easing 
of money for private construction, all 
point to a substantial increase in em­ 
ployment, manufacturing, purchasing 
and spending with each succeeding 
month. 
National recovery Is slowly hut sure­ 
ly gaining powerful momentum.

WASHINGTON, D C. - Whil* 
th* White Hou*« clings tn it* 
fascination for a Summit C on- 
ferenc*. there ha* been present­ 
ed to the Senate an idea for 
something different — a F o o t ­ 
stool Conference. 
It is premature to link th e 
name of any Senator to t h i a 
idea, but Senators Green. Ken­ 
nedy. Fulbright, Smith ' V. J.l 
and Hickenlooper listened very 
Intently to some testimony on the 
subject. They beared Professor 
W. W’. Rosto» , of the Massachu- 
s e t t * Institute of Technology, 
give «hat I am calling the Foot­ 
stool pitch. It is somewhat as 
follows; 


CHLANG KAI-SHEK, now tak­ 
ing refuge tn Formosa, ti tha 
man who ought to hold a global 
seminar on world affairs. T h e 
Generalissimo ts t nationalist 
who long ago did what Nasser. 
Sukarno, Nehru and other na­ 
tionalist leaders are trying — 
each tn a different degree — to­ 
dayEven before Chiang came to 
power in Nationalist China, the 
revolution led by Sun Vat - sen 
looked first to the Western Dem 
ocractes for sympathy and then 
to Communism. Chiang himself 
tried to accept help from Mos­ 
cow without getting devoured. 
He learned that this could not be 
done. 


AS I.ATE AS 1S4C-47 C h i a n g 
was being urged by the Truman 
Administration to take Commu­ 
nists into his government In the 
end, Communists betrayed Na­ 
tionalist China and took over the 
country. Chiang. the patriot lead­ 
er. was driven to exile 
"There is little doubt.” P r o f . 
Rostow told the attentive group 
of Senators, “that Moscow and 
Peking regard Nasser. N e h r u . 
Sukarno and other non-Commu- 


nist leaders of th# new nations 
as the Chiang Kai-sheks of the 
future.” 


THESE LEADERS could learn 
a lesson by sitting at the feet of 
Chiang. He could tell them — 
most gladly, in all probability — 
of the early naivete, of hts later 
mistakes, of his final catastro­ 
phe 
There is every reason w hy we 
Americans and all Westerners 
should sit in as auditors of tha 
Generalissimo’s lecturers. For in 
America we have suffered from 
the same naivete, mistakes and 
catastrophe that Chiang would 
be describing. And in West Eu­ 
rope the democratic l e a d e r s , 
who are st II practicing btoodv 
colonialism in Cvpru- and North 
Africa, would benefit from a 
playback of the China story.

Communism has batten­ 
ed on colonialism It is a di e t 
that never once failed to streng­ 
then the Reds and to fatten the 
victim for slaughter.
